AN ORDINANCE
TO AUTHORIZE A LOAN FOR THE OQON

BTRUCTION OF CULVERTS AND FOR

POLICE PURPORSES.

Sectlon 1, The Belect 2=d Common Couneils
of the City of Philadel;Zia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
aunthorized to borrow at not less than par, on
the credit of the eity, from time to time, four
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars,
to be npplied as  follows, viz: —
First. For the construction of cal-
verts, one hundred and tweaty-fiva thou-
saud dollare. Becond. For the purchase of
ground and the erection and extension of huild-
ivgs for Police Btation-bhouses, three hondred
thousand dollars, For which interest, not to
exceed the rate of slx per cent. per sunum,
#hall be pald balf yearly, on the first days ol
Jannary and July, at the office of the Ciity
Treasurer. The principal of sald loan shall be
payable apd paid at the explration of thirty
years from the date of the same, and not before,
without the consent of the holders thereof; and
the certificates therefor, in the us=ual form of
the certificates of Gity Loan, shall be issued in
such amounts ns the lenders may require, but
not for any fructional part of one hundred dol-
lare; or, If required, o amounts of five hundred
or oné thousand dollars; and it shall be ex-.
pressed in said certificates that the loan therein
mention, and the interest thereof, are payable
free from all taxes,

Bection 2. Whenever any loan shall be made
og- virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of
this ordipance, apnually appropriated out of the
income of the corporate estates and from the
enm ralged by taxation, a sum sufllicient to pay
the interest on sald certlfintes; aud the further
sum of three-tenths of one per contum on the
par value of such certificates so issned shall be
appropriated ?uunerly out of sald income and
taxes 1o a sinking fund, which fund and its ac-
cumulations are hereby especlally pledged for
the redemption and payment of said cerilfi-
cales.
